The  grace  that  we  receive  comes  by 
feitb,  not  works.  Faith  is  the  key.  When 
a  woman  anointed  Jesus,  He  said  tp  her, 
’Your  fsMi  has  saved  yew;  gp  in  peace* 
(Luke  7:m).  Paul  spo«e  of  faith  as  he 

iihsruH  lligliligtrts  ht«  firW  mlMciw- 

ary  journey,  mduding  Lycaonia,  Lystra, 
Deroe,  Aimoch,  and  Iconium  in  Gwatia. 
‘When  they  had  arrived  and  gathered 
the  church  together,  thw  bem  to  re¬ 
port  an  tfaiagi  that  God  had  done  widi 
mem  and  hem  He  had  opened  a  door  of 
faith  to  the  Gentiles*  (Ads  14:27). 


Paid’s  defense  of  the  gcqid  before
